Agawam Chosen For 


Juveniles And Jail 


Technology Award 


Massachusetts’ correctional chickens as regards 
juvenile offenders are coming home to roost, and at least 
one major Boston television outlet has commented 
editorially on the need for secure facilities for young 
criminals. 

Channel 5 lamented editorially recently that except lor 
the Youth Services Department’s Roslindale facility “all 
of the old juvenile facilities are gone.” It terms this a 
“gross inadequacy of secure facilities ... for young 
criminal offenders.” 

We couldn’t agree more. Yet where was Channel 5 and 
the major Boston dailies and radio and television stations 
a few years back when ousted Middlesex County Com¬ 
missioner Jack Dever was a lone voice in the wilderness 
protesting the closing of the county training schools? 

At that time, Dever — purged by the reformers — 
predicted flatly that the closing of these training schools 
was a bad mistake — yet his tiny voice was drowned out 
by the shouts of the liberals, the do-gooders and the 
crescendo of editorial support for such closing. 

Yes, our correctional chickens are now at roost. In the 
entire Commonwealth today there is only enough space in 
properly secured facilities 146 juveniles — and half of 
these are reserved for the detention of young persons 
awaiting court appearances. 

There has been a huge increase since the training 
schools closed, including murder, rape and armed 
robbery. The training schools and other secure facilities 
have been replaced with community-based facilities, such 
as group ana foster homes. These have proven a woefully 
inadequate substitute. 

Some of this state’s top judges state flatly that the lack 
of secure facilities for young offenders makes a mockery 
of justice. By any standard, remedy of this appalling 
situation rates critical priority. 

This newspaper urgently recommends a major increase 
in the number of secure facilities for the detention and 
ireatment of juvenile offenders. 

It is high time to admit this mistake of the past, and to 
:orrect it. The time for action is WOW!

under which the program will 
be identified). 

Also present were members 
of the Army Cold Regions 
Research and Engineering 
Labs, Army Natick Labs and 
Naval Underwater Systems 
Center.

A series of municipal 
problems that might lend 
themselves to technological in¬ 
put were outlined at the 
meeting by community 
representatives. These include 
transportation, solid waste dis¬ 
posal, police equipment that 
would check the upsurge in 
vandalism, data processing of 
municipal information and 
water quality control.

HIGHLIGHTS OF AMERICAN HISTORY 


ERIE CANAL AT LOCKPORT, NEW YORK-When com¬ 
pleted in 1825, this 360-mile canal from Albany on the 
Hudson River to Buffalo on Lake Erie made possible direct 
shipment of produce from Atlantic Ocean to Great Lakes 
region a nd fostered immigration to the Old Northwest.

There’s something about 
George Washington most 
Americans don’t know. 
More than a great soldier 
and statesman, he was also a 
civil engineer. 

He surveyed, designed 
fortifications, brought en¬ 
gineering to the Revolu¬ 
tionary Army. He drained 
swamps, developed the 
Potomac Canal and eventu¬ 
ally commissioned and 
supervised the planning of 
Washington, D. C. 

Throughout our history 
other engineers have also 
contributed to making our 
country what it is today. 

Routes to the West in¬ 
cluded the Erie Canal, com¬ 
pleted in 1825, with 
Benjamin Wright as chief en¬ 
gineer. Wright has been 
named by the American So¬ 
ciety of Civil Engineers 
(ASCE) as “the father of 
American civil engineering.’’ 
There was also the Wheeling 
Suspension Bridge in 
Virginia, built in 1849, 
which was the first long- 
span wire-cable suspension 
bridge in the world. Pio¬ 
neers also traveled the 
Union Canal connecting the 
Susquehanna and Schuylkill 
rivers and the Starrucca Via¬ 
duct—both in Pennsylvania

Minneapolis, which was a 
key in the development of 
the Northwest. 

What many consider a 
turning point in American 
history was the linking of 
the continent by 1,766 
miles of trunk line railroad 
in 1869. It opened the West 
and unified the nation. 

Our cities were able to 
grow because of the civil en¬ 
gineers who devised ways of 
bringing in clean water, and 
who helped build sky¬ 
scrapers such as the Ingalls 
Building, a 16-story struc¬ 
ture still standing in 
Cincinnati, the first made of 
reinforced concrete in the 
world. 

All of these engineering 
feats have been designated 
National Historic Civil En¬ 
gineering Landmarks by the 
70,000-member ASCE over 
the last decade. 

As America celebrates 
her Bicentennial anniver¬ 
sary, the American civil en¬ 
gineer will continue to play 
the important role in build¬ 
ing a better world that he 
has for more than 200 
years.

In the years ahead, will 
we see more local women 
heading off to jobs as more 
companies build offices and 
factories outside major 
cities? And how will the 
community’s children be 
cared for while their parents 
are at work? 

According to Dr. Urie 
Bronfenbrenner, considered 
one of the 
world’s lead¬ 
ing experts 
on child care 
and family 
life, and pro¬ 
fessor of hu¬ 
man devel- 
Bronfenbrenner opment and 
family studies and psychol¬ 
ogy at Cornell University, 
the answer to the first ques¬ 
tion is probably “yes.” As 
for the second, he has some 
urgent recommendations. 

In a speech at a re¬ 
cent symposium oh “The 
Family—Can It Be Saved?”, 
sponsored by the Johnson & 
Johnson Institute for Pedi¬ 
atric Service, Dr. Bronfen¬ 
brenner said that parents 
should be more involved in 
their children’s upbringing, 
even within the day care 
center framework. 

He called for drastic re¬ 
visions in the day care 
programs which would in¬ 
volve parents and others 
from a child’s immediate 
environment in the pro¬ 
grams, instead of leaving 
children in the isolated care 
of “specialists." 

“Such programs cannot 
be confined to a center but 
must reach out into the 
home and the community 
so the entire neighborhood 
is caught up in activities 
in behalf of its children,” 
he said. 

There are several ways, 
he believes, this could be 
brought about. One is for 
state legislatures to enact 
“Fair Part-time Employ¬ 
ment Practice” laws which 
would prohibit discrimina¬ 
tion in job opportunity, rate 
of pay, fringe benefits and 
status for parents who want 
part-time employment so 
they can spend more time 
with their children. 

Another proposal is for 
day care centers to be built 
in the same neighborhood 
as the children live, so they 
don’t have to leave familial- 
surroundings, or that they 
be built near the parent’s

work areas, as has been 
done in several places in 
Europe. That would allow 
the parent and child to have 
more time together and also 
permit the child to gain an 
understanding of the world 
of work. Dr. Bronfenbrenner 
said it appears likely that 
the absence of exposure to 
adults absorbed in work 
contributes significantly to 
the growing alienation 
among children and young 
people. 

According to Dr. Bronfen¬ 
brenner, the United States 
is the .only industrialized 
nation that has not estab¬ 
lished a nationwide program 
of child care services for 
children of working moth¬ 
ers. The number of children 
enrolled in day care centers 
has more than doubled in 
the past 10 years and the 
demand today far exceeds 
the supply. Millions of chil¬ 
dren under the age of 6 
can’t find places in nursery 
schools or day care centers 
and millions more school- 
age youngsters are “latch¬ 
key” children who must 
come home to empty 
houses and who contribute 
far out of proportion to 
the ranks of pupils with 
academic and behavior 
problems, have difficulties 
in learning to read, are drop-

nity, pay and benefits for 
parents who want to work 
part-time! _ 

outs, drug users and juvenile 
delinquents. 

Day care in its present 
form can be hard on parents, 
too, according to Dr. T. 
Berry Brazelton of Harvard 
Medical School speaking at 
that same symposium. Par¬ 
ents of day care children 
often feel, he says, unneces¬ 
sary guilt and grief. He 
believes the children “save 
up” important parts of 
themselves to share with 
their parents, and the child’s 
intense reaction at seeing 
them again is often mistak¬ 
en for a reprimand, causing 
greater guilt. Dr. Brazelton 
recommended that parents 
learn, to appreciate their 
child’s high spirits as evi¬ 
dence of • the strength of 
the parent-child relation¬ 
ship, which could lead to 
more productive time spent 
together. 

Both Drs. Bronfenbrenner 
and Brazelton hope that if 
their suggestions are follow¬ 
ed, someday every Amer¬ 
ican will be given an 
opportunity to spend time 
with his children and re¬ 
ceive help and encourage¬ 
ment from the community 
in the demanding and richly 
gratifying task of enabling 
the young to develop into 
competent and compassion¬ 
ate human beings.

YOUR AMAZING FACE 

THINGS YOU NEVER KNEW 


In fact, Americans are putting 
away tuna by the ton. 

Eighty percent of American 
households used more than SI 
billion of canned tuna in 1973. 
That's one-half the annual 
world supply. And it's almost 
three-fourths of all U.S. fish 
products canned for human 
consumption. 

The reasons for tuna's tre¬ 
mendous popularity: It has 
tempting taste, it can be 
served —with ease and ele¬ 
gance—in countless ways, and 
it is thrifty. People today 
realize the necessity for com¬ 
plete protein, which they get in 
tuna at a much lower price 
than they would pay for the 
comparable protein in lean red 
meat. 

These days grocery shelves, 
particularly on weekends, show 
the current increased demand 
for tuna. If you're one of the 
four out of five housewives who 
make a habit, of loading up on 
tuna and serving it often, then 
you should pat yourself on the 
back. You're not only helping 
to save the family's health and 
wealth, you're giving it some of 
the best eating it could come 
home to. 


The next time you pass a 
group of workers at a con¬ 
struction site, take note that 
these are members of many 
trades working toward a 
common goal. Iron workers, 
plumbers, electricians, all 
are making use of their par¬ 
ticular skills to build an 
office, plant, school, apart¬ 
ment building or store that 
will in turn provide jobs and 
fill a community’s need. 

In the past year, this has 
become a rare scene in 
many areas, as the construc¬ 
tion industry has been one 
of the hardest hit by the 
recession. 

While residential con¬ 
struction is showing signs of 
recovery, commercial con¬ 
struction remains weak. And 
the promise of recovery for 
the industry has clouds 
ahead. Before the United 
States Senate are bills—one 
already passed by the House 
of Representatives—that 
may hinder the comeback 
of the construction industry 
and add to the nation’s in¬ 
flation and unemployment 
woes at the same time. They 
are called “common site 
picketing” bills and what 
they would do is permit a 
single union on a construc¬ 
tion site to shut down an 
entire project over a single 
grievance, however slight. 

For example, should the 
electricians have a dispute 
with the electrical subcon¬ 
tractor over the length of 
their coffee break, these

bills would allow them to 
induce a work stoppage by 
the plumbers, plasterers, gla¬ 
ziers and all other on-site 
unions not involved in the 
dispute. This would be a 
secondary boycott, which 
has been illegal since the 
1950s, causing a costly de¬ 
lay in completion of the 
project. 

Supporters of the bills 
argue this would merely put 
building trade unions on 
the same footing as indus¬ 
trial unions, since one union 
can shut down a plant even 
if employees belong to sev¬ 
eral unions. But the critical 
difference is that the manu¬ 
facturer is a single employer 
with complete control over 
his labor relations policies. 

A construction site, how¬ 
ever, involves many inde¬ 
pendent subcontractors and 
many different crafts. A 
plumbing contractor, for 
example, has no power 


whatsoever to resolve a dis¬ 
pute between the electri¬ 
cians and the electrical sub¬ 
contractor. Yet if common 
site picketing becomes law, 
he could not prevent his 
employees from striking if 
the electricians called a 
strike. 

The building trade unions 
already have the same lever¬ 
age as other unions in that 
they have the right to strike 
against their employer and 
to.shut down the operations 
of that employer at a con¬ 
struction site. 

Industry observers feel the 
Senate should recognize the 
economic havoc that com¬ 
mon site picketing would 
wreak on construction- 
driving even higher the cost 
for schools, stores, manufac¬ 
turing facilities and housing 
—at a time when we are just 
beginning to recover from 
a recession.

Proper tire inflation, the 
type of tires you buy and 
how you take cure of them 
can save money and fuel, 
advises Judi Hampton.direc¬ 
tor of consumer affairs for 
Mobil Oil Corporation. 

She says properly inflat¬ 
ed tires give you belter 
mileage, greater safety, and 
better control. Check your 
owner’s manual for the right 
pressure. Generally, tires of 
the same size require the 
same pressure. 

Wear is caused by tires 
that are out of balance, 
under-inflated or inade¬ 
quately rotated; by incor¬ 
rect wheel alignment; by 
worn suspension or shock 
absorbers; or by brakes that 
grab the road 

If your tires are not 
wearing evenly, see your 
focal dealer. 

In recent years new types 
of tires have been intro¬ 
duced. To eliminate confu¬ 
sion about what type to 
choose, Judi provides some 
definitions. 

The bias-ply has two or 
more plies or layers of 
fabric. Its strength varies 
with the fiber and number 
of plies—rayon, nylon or 
polyester and the thickness 
of each strand, cord, and 
ply. The bias-ply is relative¬ 
ly inexpensive and is appro¬ 
priate for IJ.S. cars made
